hitherto been the general practice, whenevet a Jew died, to convey the corps to 
its last resting place, sometimes on an open bier, sometithes ona ladder, withott 
being covered by a pall, and often not even ina coffin. The object of these 
simple arrangements was to hasten the interment, and the consequent decomj 
sition of the body, as much as possible. In the interests of the public heath, 
and in view of the prevalence of cholera in France, the Governor-General has 
ordered that henceforth every body shall be placed in a closed coffin, coveréd 
with a pall, and shall be carried to the cemetery in a hearse. Any person trans- 
gressing this order will be liable to a fine of 125 flotins or five to fourteen days’ 
imprisonment. A rep-tition of the offence will entail an imprisonment for six 
months, Necessary as the new measure undoubtedly is, several of the altra- 
orthodox members of the Lemberg community have actually resented it as an 
undue interfcrence with their religious liberty. 


At one of the mectings of the International Congress of Hygiene at the 
Yacrue an ingenious contrivance for estimating the quantity of light in a build- 
ing was exhibited and explained by Dr. Hermann Cohn, of Breslau. By means 
of a photomcter he was able to determine with the greatest accuracy the inten- 
sity of light siining on a picce of papcr. When it is remembered that  short- 
sivhtcdness may be produccd by locking for a length of time at any object im a 
bad hght, the importance of Dr. Cohn’s contrivance becomes apparent. It will 
be of special value in schools, where the eyesight of the pupils is in danger of 
being strained owing to insufficient light. Dr. Colm bas found that the lig’st in 
schools varies considerably with the charaeter of the building ; and he suggests 
that no school-building should be sanctioned of which the light falls below 4

Juives. The name Lothair, ocenrs with some frequency in the 
Rabbinieal literature of the Middle Ages, and it 13s universally agréed 
that it alwavs signifies the ancient Lorraine or Lotharingie. While it is 
admitted that, oftener than not, this Is the fact, it Is now sugested that Lo-hair 
ig in some eases the name of a town rather than of.a province. Rashbam, for 
instanee, numbers amone his teach rsthe “wise men of Lothair,” but there is no 
authority fer assuming that he ever visited Lorraine. Nor is it known or prob- 
able that Rabbi Lain settled in that provinee, aud yet we read of him that “ he 
heard lectures from the mouth of the dectors of Lothair.” Remembering that 
R. Tam and Rashbam both lived at Ramerupt in Champagne, one is tempted,

The portion of the Law §2n °D, which will be read to-morrow, contains the 
regulations for the performance of the solemn ceremony of reciting in the hear- 
ing of the assembled Israclites the blessings and the warnings on Mounts Gerizim 
and bal: Many persons must have found it diffieult to understand how the 
voices of the Levites who were to repeat the prescribéd formulas could have 
been heard by so large a number of persons, The difficulfy, however, is dis- 
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pelled by a statement of Canon Tristram, who has visited the scene of the 


impressive rite. Even a single voice, he says, might be heard by many thousands 
of people. “in the early morning,” he adds, “ we could not only see from 
Gerizim a man driving his ass down a path on Mount Ebal, but could hear every 
word he uttered as he urged it ; and in order to test the matter more certainly, 
on a subsequent occasion two of our party stationed themselves on opposite sides 
of the valley, and with perfect ease recited the Commandments antiphonally. 

Similarly the statements of travellers in the trans-Jordanic region show that the 
passage in Deuteronomy which describes Moses surveying the whole of the 
Promised Land from Mount Nebo immediately previous to his death has nothing 
of the miraculous about it. Such a survey from that elevated spot has been 


enjoyed by persons now living. 


CORRESPONDENCE. 
THE JEWS OF ROUMANIA. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I observe in your last impression a letter from Mr. H. Guedalla rela- 
tive to the Roumanian Jews, in which that gentleman criticises a communication 
of mine on that subject which recently appeared in the columns of the Times. 
Having regard to the extreme importance of the question, it is much to be re- 


gretted that he did not, before rushing into print , recognise the inviolability of 
the principle which makes strict accuracy the condition precedent of every state-. 


ment whether public or private. Mr. Guedalla jasserts that in my letter to the 
Times, 1 gave “a garbled short extract from a recent despatch from Her 


Majesty’s Representative at Bucharest”? .... “in which the said Representa- 
tive suggested that any action taken in England, either in Parliament or other- 


wise, would be ill-advised, and would tend to rouse anti-Semitic feelings in 
Roumania.” Asa matter of fact I gave no extract from the official despatches 


forwarded to me by the Foreign Office, and which were in reply to enquiries 


made at Bucharest by Her Majesty’s Government at my instigation, and in con- 
sequence of questions which I addressed to the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs ‘in Parliament. In order to prevent any possible misunderstanding on 
this point, I quote the passage in my letter to which Mr. Guedalla refers : 

“Ina recent despatch from Her Majesty's representative at Bucharest, which 
was forwarded to me by the Foreign Office, it was suggested that any action taken 


here, either.in Parliament or otherwise, would ke ill-advised and would tend to 


rouse anti-Semitic feelings in Roumania. The same views are expressed in the 
article in the Roumanian /’%1/s above referred to.’ That journal says: 


“The Jews are not persecuted in Roumania, and it is noone’s interest, still less that of the 
Jews, to raise the anti-Semitic question in Roumania, which country has remained entirely unaf- 


fected by it during the agitation in a great part of Europe.” | 


From this it must be apparent that I did not quote the official despatch, 
but merely observed that it contained the suggestion that any action taken in 
England might be prejudicial and rouse anti-Semitic feelings in Roumania. The 
quotation I made was from the Roumanien Pays. [I purposely avoided giving 
any portion of the text of the oflicial despatch because it had not been laid on the 


table of the House and published as a parliamentary paper, and for this reason I 


must decline to accept your correspondent’s “ sound advice’ to publish it either 


in part orin extenso. He must pardon me if while refusing to acknowledge the 


doctrine of the infallibility of governments, or of their official representatives ag 
laid down by him in the concluding portion of his letter, I also express my 
great astonishment that, in face of the long record of brutal outrages to which 
the Jews of Roumania have for years been subjected, and notwithstanding the 


undisputed fact of the continuance of persecution at the present time, as evi- 
denced by nearly 20,000 Jews being condemned to starvation by the iniquitous 
edict against hawking with the only alternative of perpetual .banishment from 


the land of their birth or adoption, he should still consider that “in fairness the 
despatch should have been published in its entiretv, to enable people by its 
perusal to judge of the strength of the arguments used, and to decide if he were 
justified in coming tosuch unfavourable conclusions.”

THE BANCROFT ROAD BURIAL GROUND. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 
Sir,—The attention of the Committee of the Maiden Lane Synagogue has been 
called to a letter from an anonymous correspondent, apparently a Pole, lately pub. 
lished in your journal, who, after announcing that he had been resident in England 


nearly thirty years, and had for the first time been in a Jewish burial ground on 


the 17th ult., proceeded to make libellous statements and express his opinion (!) 
concerning the burial ground of the congregation. 

His statement, that ‘ this ground seemed littered with stones ; the graves parti: 
cularly those without headstones, were in a worse condition than any pauper’s grave 
in a public cemetery,” is absolutely false. 

The President, with his co-Warden, visited the ground on Sunday last, and 
examined every stone and gravein the ground with the result that they satisfied 
themselves that not a single stone was out of position, and that the graves without 
stones werein good order. 

The next statement that the late graves did not seem to be deeper than four feet 
each isequally untrue. The graves were dug of the usual and authorised depth. 

With respect to the ground being surrounded by houses, and the shock your 
Polish correspondent expressed at the multitude of the people assembled, I have to 
observe that the houses came to the burial ground not the ground to the houses, 
and that the situation is one adapted for public use has been of Jate years demon- 
strated by the erection of the Parish Workhouse with its attendant buildings and 
the Parochial offices within a few doors of the cemetery ata very considerable 
expense and covering several acres of ground. | 

Moreover, if the burial ground or stones or graves required attention or outlay 
of money, the Maiden Lane authorities would be prepared, as hitherto, to expend 
the required outlay without the assistance of any outside contributions. 

Nor was the assemblage of a large number of persons to be wondered at on the 
melancholy occasion of the burial, publicly announced, to take place of four persons 
unhappily burnt to death ; and as the ground was incapable of holding all the per- 
sons assembled, the authorities were powerless to preveut some portion of the public 


standing or sitting on the walls, but which I may add I do not remember to have 
previously seen, | 

In conclusion I am desired to remark that in a limited community like ours it 
is very much tc be regretted that your journal should be made the medium of circu- 
lating libellous communications regarding a synagogue or its cemetery, and for 
obvious reasons the committee request that you will not insert any further comma: 
nications from your Polish correspondent affecting this congregation, unless he

_ Two hundred years have passed since these words were written, and in the great 


majority of our synagogues the same disorder, laughing and talking—if not sport- 


ing—disgrace our divine services. 

That this condition of things is not general, and that in two or three of the 
metropolitan synagogues resorted to by the most cultured and refined of our people, 
it does not exist at all, is unquestionably true, but in far the larger proportion of 
our synagogues there are to be met attendants who are habitual talkers and who 
persistently, and throughout the whole service converse, and oftentimes in a most 


indecorous manner, to the annoyance and disturbance of others and to the discredit - 


of the religion they assumably desire to honour, 

Now, Sir, how do you suppose those in authority endeavour to grapple with 
this evil? In my humble opinion, in the most inoperative way possible. The beadle 
is sent up tothem., The result is what might be anticipated. A feeling of resent- 
ment is aroused, the talking and disorder continue upon an augmented scale, and 
the wardens have either to submit to the annoyance and indignity, or to resort to the 
alternative and very serious course, and which being repugnant, the statu quo 
remains, Surely this public reprimand is not in harmony with our traditions, for we 
are told in the Talmud that he who causes his brother to blush in public is a fit 
inheritor of Gehinom, I would suggest that the wardens, either in person or through 
the instrumentality of the synagogue officer, should take an opportunity of speaking 
alone with individuals whose indecorous behaviour demands restraint, and in the 
great majority of cases, I venture to think such a considerate course of action would 
be effectual, but should this fail in any isolated instances, then the wardens should 
insist at any cost upon eradicating the eye-sore from our synagogues, 

I will conclude these remarks by contrasting the demeanour of some of our 
synagogue worshippers with that of our people in Talmudic times. It is related in 
the Talmud that ‘the pious were accustomed to sit wrapped in silent meditation for 
one hour preceding prayer so that they might attune their hearts to their Father in 
Heaven,” and the Gemara following this Mishna, showing as it does, how profoundly

Five hundred railway labourers, mostly Russians, at Woronowo (in the Gov- 


ernment of Wilna), have often been in the habit of assantting the Jews on — 


Sundays, without any measures having becn taken to prevent these constant out- 
breaks. Latcly, however, the head of the town ordered that to spirits should be 
sold inthe forenoon of Sunday. Enraged this proceeding, the Tabourers not 
alone plundered all the drink shops, but evcn desecrated a Roman Catholic church 
and insulted the priests. | 

The Jewish Trades School at Zitomir bas at length been closed, in accord- 
ance with the orders given some months ago by the Government. In this town 
a Jew, a forest-keeper, and hits son, were recently murdered under circumstances 
of the utmost bruta’ity. | 

‘The Governor of St. Petersbury has ordered the heuls of the different dis- 
tricts in that city to watch the Jewish bakers, so that they do not sell any other 
provisions but bread, biscuits, and flour, The motive for this 
given.

The Society, which numbers 545 
adherents, is. presided over by Baron Horace de Ginzburg, and among the hono- 
rary officers and members of committees are Messrs. Abraham Saek, Leon Rosen- 
thal, and A. Warschawski, Dr. Harkavy and Baron David de Gituzburg. A new 
fund has been raised, by means of liberal contributions from leading members, 
the interest of which will) be employed as grants for aged rabbis and other 
Hebrew students who are no longer able to earn a living. The Socicty also gives 
subventions to Jewish studcnts of both sexes at the universities and high schools, 
and during the year has published Tschorni’s Travels in the Caucasus, and the 
hth volume (translated into Russsian), of Graetz’s History of the Jews. 

The writings of the notorious Ljutostansky, the Russian Rohling, which, on 
their publication in 1880, were warmly recommended by no less a personage than 
the present Emperor (then the Csarewitch), have been banished by the Government 
from the entire Empire, The author himself is carrying on a precarious existence 
at Moscow. | 

In the neighbourhood of the railway station at Swentzyaui (Wilna), a body 
was discovered on the metals with its throat cut from ear to car, Papers found on 
the corpse showed that the deceased was a Jew named Daniel Ginzburg, of Meseritz, 
who from his dress appeared to be in well-to-do circumstances, Several thousand

In an article on the Russian Press—a long record of harrassing restrictions 
humiliations, and) suppressions—contributed by ‘Stepniak”’ to the Zimes of 
Tuesday, the following items affecting the Jews were mentioned; 

_ “ When Count Ignatieff, the successor of Loris Melikoff, came into office, one of 
his first proceedings was to appoint numerous commissioners for the elaboration of 
Troubles in the 
south and outrages against Israelitesin other parts of the empire had directed atten- 
tion to the Jewish question, and a commission was nominated to prepare a report on 
the subject. It was a question which greatly interested both the public and the 
press, and an open discussion of the matter could hardly have failed to facilitate the 
work of the Commission and might have given rise to some valuable suggestions, 
But the Government, fearing criticism,and haunted as always by the dread of ‘ excit- 
ing public opinion ’ and thereby producing all sorts of terrible consequences, sent 
out, on May 31,1881,a circular, ‘forbidding the publication of articles likely to create 
discontent with the measures of the Government, which cannot be tolerated, above 
all at a time so difficult as the present.’

It is certain that they will be compelled to constitute themselves into a disting 
reparate party. For, it is one of the undeniable blessings of th 
jhat the different parties will be obliged to acknowledge their colours, and to specif 
their attitude towards the so-called Jewish Question. An anomaly such as thas 
of an Istoezy being permitted for several years in succession to carry on his shaithatet 
agitation from the Governmeut benches in the Chamber, or of a Verhovay Ste 
tolerated in the ranks of the Independent Party, which has written the names ; 
Louis Kessuth and the great liberal principles of 1848 on it, banner—such 
anomaly will no longer be possible. The Prime Minister, it is said, has publicly 
declared that no member of Parliament whoo wes his election to his adoption of the 
anti-Semitic programme, will be admitted within the circle of the Ministerial Party 
It is high time that sach a determination should have been arrived at, for 
during last session the Premter was frequently tiuntel with having made anti. 
Semitisin possible in Hungary through his connection with Istoczy as one of hig 
parliamentary supporters, 

It is equally certain that the Party, which upholds the principles of 1S48, will 
no longer allow itself to be dishonoured by associating with members who are false to 
the ideas of Literty, Fraternity, and Eyquality,and who promote religious hatred and 
public deeds of violencs, Oa the benches where Dani-l Iranyi fights with ancient 
resignation for his ideal, and carries on in vain the straggle for the independence 
of Hungary, there no man may sit who under the shield of these principles, em- 
bezzles public monies or commits other no less heinous offences, Wowever much the 
Independent Party may have sinned through Otto Hermann’s ververse conduct with 
regard to the Jewish Question, henceforth it will not permit the dregs of the 
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an 


Chamber, the anti-Semitic mirauders, to carry on their gate under the protec'ion 
of its banner. | 

We may thus anticipate with certainty that the Chamber of Deputies will 
coniain a@ separate anti-Semitic party, [tis also generally expected, perhaps wrongly, 
that especially during the eariler sittings, the new group will distinguish itself by 
causing many a scene inthe House, but no one will regard it as an earnest polis 
tical factor, Should. however, the dreaded scenes actually take place, then all 
other parties are determined to put a stop, by means of snitable alterations in the 
procedure of the House, to these wild outbreaks, which lower the honour of the 
Hlungarian Parliament in the eyes of foreign nations, It is especially on account 
ofa few members of the new party, who are lost to all discipline, and who from 
want of cuiture may be disposed to create a scandal in the Chamber, that the opening 
of the session is looked forward to with uneasiness by all moderate men, When we 
remember that a Geza Onody, who still continues to make capital out of the * blood 
accusation,’ and who is not satisfied with the laurels he gained at Tisza-Eszlar, will 
ayain take his seat in the Chamber, we may confidently reckon oa fresh abuses of 
freedom of speech, and of the immunity of Deputies. A Party, consisting of such 
elements, will not stick at anything; we may therefore expect the worst from 
them. 

More s-rious still than this turbulent mass appears to be an injurious 
movement, which has its head in Count Albert Apponyt. This respected 
opponent of the Government, a zealous Catholic and pupil of Rome and the Jesuits, 
has lately been carrying ona policy which bears a suspicious resemblance to that 
of Bismarck and Stécker, From him, in conjunction with some ether members of 
the higher aristocracy, a movement has emanatcd, which at the outset seemed to be 
an apparently harmless agrarian socialism, but which has since been converted into 
an ill-concealed spirit of anti-Semitism. More particularly since the establishment 
‘of the Budapester Tagblatt, which is edited in the German language, nas the antl- 
Jewish animus of the new party increased in strength. Already last year 
a number of Jews, who had joined the * Agrar Club ” formed by this party, with- 
drew their membership as soon as they got wind of the conspiracy which had been 
entered into, Since then the hostile attitude of this body towards the Jews has 
assumed greater proportions. For a long time Apponyi knew how to conceal his 
opinions on the Jewish Question, and by means of statements in the press he eve 
denied his adhesion to the teachings of anti-Semitism. No one put much faith In 
his denials, but it was not believed that he would so quickly drop the mask, or- 


tunately the aims and objects of his policy are inimical to the Government aiid. 60 


dangerous to the interests of the aristocracy and of Hungary itself, that 10 real 
danger is to be feared for our cause even from this important and cultured party.

Tie Britisu Assocririon the Anthropological Section, on 
Friday last. Mr. A. Neubauer read notes on the race types of the Jews. On Satur- 
day Professor Felix Adler, of New York, the well-known leader of the so-called

take a middle ground between agnosticism and theism ; they maintain that the idea 
incorporated in theism retains its validity as an idea because it isa thought-neces- 
sitvof the human mind; but we cannot know the reality corresponding to this 
idea. The unity of nature Professor Adler holds as a fundamental assumption of 
inductive reasoning, and the idea of a unity of rational beings is the cardinal prin- 
ciple of morality. Practically his Ethical Society is an organisation of men and 
women associated for the purpose of jointly studying the subject of applied ethics 
and of realising a higher life ina distinct fellowship. Moral experience is pnt 
into the foreground ; religion is left to grow from it. Morality he defines as obedi-} 
ence to the principles of unity and religion, The lecture derives interest, accord- 
ing to the correspondent of the Zimes, from the fact that a prosperous society on the 
plan it advoeates exists in New York, with a comprehensive system of charities in 
successful operation, and that similar societies are being formed elsewhere in 
America,

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ied county. The United States has put in force the law which obliges 
ch immigrant to be possessed of a certain sum, and similar rules exist in 
rf the Continental States, which would doubtless be put in force if any 
. siderable numbers of Roumanian Jews directed their flight to any of the 
sites of Mid-Europe. The Roumanian Jews are thus reduced to the last 
atremitY. They cannot live in their own country—if we can call it their 
own country, Where they are officially regarded as ‘‘aliens.” They will not 
be received by the other States of civilisation, except, of course, by England 
and her Colonies. | 
‘It is not the first time even in the short period during which Roumania 
has been independent that she has placed her Jews ia a similar dilemma, 
During the persecutions at Galatz in 1867 a number of Jews were driven 
across to the Turkish shore, and as the local authorities refused to receive 
them, they were landed on an island in mid-stream, where several of them 
rished, The Roumanian Government seems desirous of repeating the 
Noyaces of Galatz on a large scale, and of getting rid of the Jewish Ques- 
tion by getting rid of the Jews. No other interpretation can be put on its 


recent action, undertaken in opposition to allthe maxims of international law. 


Six years ago the Roumanian State was constituted by the European 
Powers, in conclave assembled, on the sole condition that all Rou- 
manians, of whatever creed, should be equal before the law. Roumania 
accepted that condition in as solemn a manner as it 1s possible for a nation 
to hind itself. Her neighbour, Servia, which also received emancipation on 
the same terms, loyally falfilled the conditions imposed hy the wisdom and 
justice of Europe, and everything has served to show that her action was as 
wise as it was loyal. But Roumania has not alone not carried out the posi- 
tive steps required to fulfil the dictates of the Berlin Congress, She has even 
retrograded further in her treatment of Roumanian Jews, and has finally, by 
a shameful piece of legislative chicanery, positively imposed disabilities which 
render the very existence of a Jew in Roumania practically impossible, 

Happily situated as we are in this country it is difficult for us to realise 
at all the state to which our unhappy brethren in) Roumania are being 
reduced by the continued persecution of the very men who should be their 
protectors, .\ veneral uncertainty of existence is produced by the pro- 
nounced policy of the Roumanian Government. No new homes can be 
formed under such conditions, while the old ones are being broken up by 


attempts to escape from the prison house, Wfow many have fallen by the 


way, it 13 impossible to. say ; but every life thus lost calls aloud for justice 


at the Court where men and nations are judged, 

The breach of faith displayed by Roumania by her recent treatment of 
the Jews is no less pronounced because it was effected by a'mean trick — of 
evasion, Unfortunately, international Jaw is without adequate means to 
enforce its rulings, That a fitting Nemesis awaits Roumania in the future 
we are confident. A nation has rarely the chance of lying twice with im- 
punity; Roumania will have to give material guarantees for the future 
before her solemnly pledged word will again be trusted. Dut the confidence 
of an ultimate punishment scarcely aids us in our present perplexity, We 
can also see that if the Rowmanian Jews are forced to cross the frontiers, 
Austria may act as spokesman for Europe in demanding that a iodus 
be found for Roumanian. citizens on Roumanian soil. But. this 
again is but a poor consolation ; it scarcely helps to prevent the Roumanian 
exodus to consider what will happen after the exodus has taken place. 

Our only hope, as we urged last week, is to obtain the good offices of 
Germany in this matter, The influence of Prince Bismarck on the State 
founded chiefly by his means is naturally very great. And though there is 
some fear that the Prince is not personally favourable to Jews, he has fre- 
quently expressed his opinion in favour of Jewish emancipation, and he 
Would at. any rate desire to see a condition enforeed which was laid down 
under his own presidency. Apart from these general causes there are no 
reasons why either Prince Bismarck, or even Russia, should desire to see 
Eastern Europe inflamed with religious animosities, Russia may,no doubt, be 


glad Roumania does not make any invidious distinctions by treating her 


Jews better than Russia does, but it can scarcely be Russian poliey to 
disturb the still waters of the Eastern Question. — 
— Here, in England, we can do but little to influence the Roumanian 
overnment, But what litle we can hope to do should be done, and that at 
the earliest practicable date. In the present state of party polities, there 1s 
no use appealing to public meetings. But an interview with Earl GrayviLie 
Should be sought almost at once. The Forrian Secretary expressed a 
*ep interest in the fate of the Roumanian Jews more than a decade ago, 
When receiving a deputation on the subject, introduced by Sir Francis Goup- 
mid. Earl Gnraxviune’s friendly relations with Russia may serve to 
pacity hidden foe, whose tacit encouragement to Roumania is one of 
© chief causes of the present crisis, and whose own treatment of her Jews 
must always continue to be a perpetual source of anxiety for us. 
It is sometimes said by our enemies that Jews do more harm than good 


tothe world, Whatever harm Jews may do the world, it can only be infini- 
tesi nal compared with the harm which some portions of the world does to Jews. 

Here,in Roumania, we havea patent instance of unprovoked and dastardly per- 

secution. Against the unanimously expressed desire of civilised Europe, in 

defiance of the conditions on which she obtained independence, Roumania per- 

sists in refusing justice to the Jews and is fast rendering it impossible for 
Jews born in the country to live within her borders, while other nations 
refuse to receive them in their condition of abject poverty. And all this in

» At a recent meeting of the Freemasons’ Lodge “ The Three Globes,” at 
Berlin, a proposal was made to admit members of every creed. <A suffi- 
cient number of votes were, however, not recorded in favour of the proposal, 
so that the regulation excluding non-Christians will remain in force for a 
further period of ten years. This restriction is denounced by an Evangelical-Lu- 

theran journal as directly opposed to the spirit of Freemasonry,

This question has engaged attention in masonic circles for nearly half a cen- 
tury. In 1846, when the question was mooted, and the present Emperor of Germany 
was Master of the German Grand Lodges, the late Henry Faudel, accompanied by a 
Christian brother-mason (Bro, C. W. Hutton), put the matter to the test by going 
to Germany and presenting themselves, with their certificates, issued by the Grand 
Lodge of England, for admission to the lodge. The were severally asked if they 
were Christians, and each of them declined to ansiwer on the ground that the 
question was unmasonic, 

The question of revising the Constitution has been raised several times, the last 
occasion was in 1868, The conclusion came to each time was that as the Lodge had 
been established in 1740 as an essentially Christian lodge, they would be departing 
from their ancient landmark if they altered it. | 

At the quarterly communication of the Grand Lodge of England, held on 
December 5th, 1877. the question was brought formally under consideration by the 
presentation of 30U petitions from English: lodges, A motion .was proposed by the 
Rey. R. J. Simpson (Past Grand Chaplain), to the effect that representations should 


be made to the German Grand Lodge, ‘* The Three Globes,” pointing out the desira- ‘ 


bility, in the interest of Freemasonry, of their Constitution being modified, so as to 
permit of the admission of all believing ina Supreme Deity. The late Lord Ten- 
terden moved an amendment on the ground that the lodge was an essentially Chris- 
tian lodge. The amendment was seconded ty the late Sir Erasmus Wilson. The 
Earl of Carnarvon, who presided, said that he “ desired to do full justice to the 
extremely fair, liberal, temperate, and masonic manner and language in which the 
question had been discussed by the Jewish brethren who had taken part in it,” 
and he suggested that the petitions should merely be ‘ received,’ and the further 
clauses of the motion be withdrawn. This course was adopted, 

It isan “open secret ” that the revision of the Constitution is opposed by the 
German Emperor, and that its amendment is not carried out in deference to his

THE INTERNATIONAL HYGIENIC CONGRESS. 


During the sittings of the International Hygienic Congress, which met a fort- 
night ago at the Hague, an important Paper—‘ Science the enemy of Sickness "— 
was read by Dr, Corfield, the well-known London physician, In the course of his 
remarks Dr. Corfield said : : 


Although hygiene is to a great extent a science of the present day, hygienic 
measures were already adopted at the very earliest times. 
tians were especially worthy of admiration, and Moses made good use of the know- 
ledge which he obtained in Egypt. The Mosaic legislation, which was made suitable 
for the Hebrews, may be used by every Christian people of our ownage. We must 
stand amazed at the widespread knowledge, in regard to hygienie precautions, of 
which the Mosaic dispensation gives evidence—the consumption of swine’s flesh 
forbidden ; marriages between nearest blood relatives not permitted. But nothing 
shows more clearly the wisdom of the Mosaic legislation than the measures for 
counteracting contagion, Among the ancient nations several contagious diseases 
were generated ; and what were the measures which the Mosaic law prescribed as a 
preventive to these diseases? These measures are actually identical with those 
advocated by our medical men of to-day, viz., separation, even in doubtful cases, 
disinfection of clothing (such as by burning, certainly the most efficacious mode) ; 
scraping of walls at the first outbreak of sickness ; cleansing on an extensive scale, 
and, on a recurrence of the disease, even the breaking down of the walls, With the 
Israelites it was a leading principle that “cleanliness is next to Godliness,”’ The 
Jewish nation worked very hard to keep their houses clean, and this is the principal 
reason why in the Middle Ages the Jews were the least attacked by the plague,

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WINE IN THE BIBLE AND TALMUD.—I. 


At the present day the hill-sides of the Lebanon and Hermon districts, the 
Hebron slopes and the highlands south of Samaria, as well as Upper Galilee, are 
still noted for the abundance offine grapes which have exeited the admiration of 
all travellers in the Holy Land. Well might Moses have described the country 
promi:e 0 Isracl from of old as a “land of wheat and barley, and vines and 
fig-tre:g nd pomegranates, a land of olive-oil and honey” (Deut. vin, 8) 5 
while tue twelve selected to search the Land of Canaan brought as a fair spect- 
men of its products “a branch with one cluster of grapes which they bore 
between two on a staff,” possibly to prevent injury to the fruit as well as on 
account of the immense size of the cluster. Pliny strangely asserts (xvil. 85, $6) 
that throughout the whole of Asia the custom prevailed of trailing the 
vines along the ground. This statement is very easily disproved ; modern tra- 
vellers and ancient Scripture agree in their verdict. “They shall sit,” says 
Micah (iv., 4), “every man under his vine and under his fig-tree ; and none 
shall make them afraid.” So was it in the peaceful times that followed Solo- 
mon’s glorious victorics, when Judah and Israel dwelt safely, “ every man under 
his vine and undcr his fig-tree ” (I. King’s v. 25). And, not to multiply proofs, 
do we not read in Psalm 128 of the fruitful vine that flourished by the sides of 
the house? Jt was not at all uncommon to train the vines up walls and trees as 
is done at the present day. | 
_ These passages, besides the many other Biblical references to be given 
further on, prove conclusively that the cultivation of the vine was sufliciently 


extensive to be a characteristic of the Holy Land in the earliest times. In every 


part of the hills of Palestine may yet be seen the ruins of the ancient rock-cut 
vine-presses. These presses, which consisted uniformly of two distinet recep- 
tacles, were at times built of stone, but they were-mostly hewn out of Jarge 
rocks. The upper receptacle, termed m3, was about eight feet square and four 
feet high.

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SKETCHES IN PALESTINE. 


| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
IN JAFFA, 


Besides the Rishon le-Zion, described in our sketch of last week, there are 


three colonies in the Caimacamate of Jaffa. These are the settlement of Jews at | 


pL-Yehudiyeh ; and two German settlements of the Temple Colony, one at 
Garona, and the other situate immed lately adjacent to Jaffa. 

The latter rains prevented us fromm mnaking a personal inspection of il- 
Yehudiyeh and Sarona ; but we succeeded in obtaining trustworthy information 
of these settlements. bien 

The colony at El-Ychudiyeh bears the name of Petah Tikwa, and is situate 
about nine miles east of Jaffa, with which it is connected by the ordinary rough 
aad of the colony. The colonists at one time comprised two sections, namely, 
Jews from J erusalem and J ews f rom Russia. Their united possessions exceed 
4.400 acres of land, part of which in winter becomes marshy ; and this, it was 
afterwards found, rendered the place very unhealthy at certain seasons of the 
year. The original houses of the colony were built near this marshy ground, but 
fever and sickness compelled the abandonment of this site after a few months’ 
oecupation. When this abandonment took place, the Russian Jews purchased a 
plot of building land nearer the village of El-Yehudiyeh, where they have already 
built seven new houses ; but the Jews from Jerusalem, having spent the whole 
of their funds, were obliged to leave the colony altogether, and return to Jeru- 
salem, where they still remain. | 

In addition to the seven new houses, and temporary dweilings for the 
remainder, the Russian Jews, who number 107 souls, possess. a synagogue, six 
stables, a bake oven and bath house, witha pool ard well of water. OF cattle 
they own 10 horses, 14 mules, The greater portion of the

external financial assistance, 

Apart from the marshes referred to, the Iind possessed by this colony is 
very fertile; probably more so than that of any othercolony formed in Palestine 
during the last few years. If health and ordinary seasons be granted by Provi- 
dence t) these colonists, there 18 the strongest ground for anticipating highly 
satisfactory results within the next four years, 


There has lately been one other great disturbing element in the colony. The 
new houses at were built witheut an-order for their erection ing 
obtained from the Governor of Jerusalem. © An edict was recently published 
prohibiting the erection of new houses without leave from th: Goovermnent. The 
colonists acted apparently in ignorance of this new decree. ~The Governor was 
somehow informed of the colonists’ new buildings: and he thereapon despatched 
an order for their mamediate demolition.

Returning to the Jerusalem section of this colony, we have with regret to 
report that the loss occasioned by sickness and the abandonment of the first built 


houses, has been sufficient to bring ruin upon them for the tinre being. The 


houses thus left are fast falling into decay. An opportunity is here afforded 
to those who desire to extend help to this section of their, poorer  bre- 
thren, the best of help, namely, assistance to build new houses at the healthier 
places now fixed upon, or advance money on loan to enable them to return, and 
clear off the marshes, and bring that part fall into cultivation.  Kither of these 
ways would enable these dispersed colonists to return to their lands and restore 
to them the means of earning their own liveliliood, and repaying such financial 
assistance with monetary interest and heartfelt thanks. I commend this case to 
the earnest attention of British and Colonial Jews. 
THE SARONA. COLONY.

We 
stayed for three days at this hotel, cnjoying comfortable quarters and good 
cuisine, while Mr. Hardegg’s thoughtful attentions on the occasion of our arrival 
in an almost drenched and benumbed condition will be long held in remembrance. 
We had the pleasure of being present at the marriage supper of two of the 
colonists. The bridegroom was connected, with the firm of brewers ; and on-our 
introduction to him and his bride, he addresscd us in English. The bride was 
very neatly attired ; and the colonists present, to the number of about sixty, 
were also well dressed, whilst a capital repast was provided for the guests, After 
supper was over speeches, songs, dancing, and amusements were freely indulged 
in until the early hours of the morning, all enjoying themselves in the mot 
The whole scene tended to impress us with the fact that the 
colonists were doing well, and all felt satisfied with their lot in a home, as some 
of the speakers said, far away from their revercd fatherland. 
Both these settlencnts of the Temple colony are evidently making progress, 
The members are well housed, enjoy gocd heaith,and appear contented with 
their position and prospects, and there seem reasonable grounds for their expecta- 
tion, that in the rapidly incrcasing Importance of the town and its trade, they 
will experience a corresponding greater measure of prosperity in the immediate 
future. 


ANTIQUITIES OF PALESTINE,—The Zones of Thursday contained a detailed 
cescription by M, Clermont-Ganneau of the antiquities of Palestine in Paris and 
: tic advocates the cstablshment of a special Palestine Museum in London. 

M. Clermont-Ganneau says: “ The Palestine Museum should consist of a vast 
building in which would be placcd together, not only all the Jocal antiquities, all 
the monuments which could be obtained, but also reproductions in fac-simile, or 
casts, of monuments that cannot be displaced or that exist in other museums. plans 
in relief, on al rye scale, photograj:hs, sterecscopic views, complete and attractive 
specimens of animals,ilowers, &e,, peculiar to the country, costumes ethnical types, 
tools, erms, instruments, geological specimens picturesquely arranged, kc. It would 
be well to join to these an extensive and animated panorama of the Holy City, and 
divramie views of the principal localities and and of characteristic scenes of popular 
lifein Palestine, in order to add to thisscientific combination an irresistiole element 
of attraction and success, A lbrary containing all the principal publications relat- 
ing to the Holy Land, and receiving any fresh ones as they appear, should be annexed 
to it, and put at the disposal of students; rooms reserved for popular or learned 
lectures In short, in the centre of London shonld be created a representation, as 
faithful, varied, and complete as possible, of Palestine, pa-t and present, which 
would be asa lving commentary onthe Bible. It should suffice to cross the thres- 
hold of this building in order to have a ‘perfect view of the Holy Land, both 
instructive and interesting, Thechargecf entry, fixed at a moderatesum, would be 
devoted vo the fund necessary for the progressive increase of the collections through 
the mediuin of agents residing in Palestine or visiting it at close intervals, 
existence alone of sucha central institution, native seekers, certain of a ready sale, 
would be stimulated and multiply discoveries from all parts of the Holy Land. 
The first funds necessary for commencirg might be obtained either by means of a 
su scription, or else by shares allotted to all those, and they are numerous, who are 
interested in the progress of biblical study, and to whom they would secure certain 
advantages generally reserved t> the founders of similar institutions, A sum nearly 
equal to that which has already bcen collected and expended by the Palestine 
Exploration Fund since its foundation would be amply sufficient. If this project 
can ever be realised it is surely in England, ia a country so passionately fond of. 
biblical studies and which has already made such great and fruitful sacrifices for 
the exploration of Palestine.” |

“4 Minor Poet,” and other Verse, By Amy Levy, T, Fisher Unwin, London, 1884, — 


The chief characteristics of these poems are a somewhat remarkable power, and 
the equally notable gloom which pervades them. We do not know whether the 
author will take as a compliment the remark that both notes give a mascu- 
line stamp to her verse. But unless her name had been attached to the book before 
us we should never have imagined thata woman had written it. The forcible 
and concentrated style, the bitterness and the disappointment which nearly every 
one of the poems breathes, and the tragic tendency indicated by the choice of 
the darkest episode in the story of Medea as the subject of the dramatic frag- 
ment after Euripides, suggest the masculine mind. We must confess that 
the persistently acrid taste of the poems is not altogether to our liking. 
Almost without exception they depict life as a mistake or a failure. Somebody 
has been ruined by somebody else, and rails against God or fate in no measured 
language. “A Minor Poet,” ends his despair by poisoning himself, but not 
before he has had his fling at the miserable arrangements whieh order human 


life : 


+» There are not seats for all! 
Some men must stand without the gate; and some 
Must linger by the table, ill-supplied 

With broken meats. One man gets meat for two, 
‘The while another hungers, If [ stand 

Without the port»ls, seeing others eat 

Where I had thought to satiate the pangs 

Of mine own hunger, shall I then come forth 
When all is done, and drink my Lord's good health 
In my Lord’s water? hall [ not rather turn 

And curse him, curse hin for a niggard host ?”’ 


This is, of course, strictly in keeping with the canons of the modern poetic spirit 
which is nothing if not pessimist or worse ; but it is not more agreeable on 
that account. The “ Minor Poet ”’ has been betrayed, as all the heroes and heroines 
of the book have been : |

Deep eyes she ha4, white hands, a subtle smile,

The last idea is pretty, and recalls Leigh Hunt. Striking, too, is the wonder of 
the Magdalen,” that her fall and her wretchedness should have been compassed 
by her lover’s hands, She can

That you, who knew what thinz would be, 
Have wrought this evil unto me

The poem which pleases us most is that entitled ‘“ Xantippe,” in which Socrates's 
shrewish wife states her case. She longed to be a true help-mate to the philo- 
gopher, but he persisted in regarding her as nothing better tkan his goods and 
chattels. What he thought her, that she resolved to become. ‘ He wished a 
household vessel—well, twas good, for he should have it.’ She goes to her 
loom and spins and spins “until, methinks, I spun away the soul from out 
body, the high thoughts from out my spirit.” , Thus the shrew is generated—the 
“tongue tocut with quick incision, ‘thwart the merry words of idle maidens.” 
We hope Miss Levy will publish more poetry, but we hope, too, that, while 
not abating its force, her verse will be of a more cheerful character than. the 
specimen before us. Human lite has its bright and tender side, which is surely 
worth depicting, and its portrayal certainly does more ood than eloomy pictures, 
People know the lurid aspects of human experience only too well. They need to 
be encouraged to bear their burdens, not to be fortified in their melancholy and 
despair. Miss Levy’s persistent dwelling on the sadder chords, despite the more 
jocund notes that ring in the ears of humanity, is not a thing to be commended. 
She might take as the motto of her entire book the line with which her “ Dirge ” 
is headed : “ Mein Herz, mein Herz, ist traurig, och lustig leuchtet der Mai.” 
There is a May both in the human heart end in external nature, which may well 
inspire the sympathetic singer. Why should it be systematically ignored ?

The practice of writing two commentaries is not unusual with Jewish 
authors ; and when, as in the present case, the treatment is quite distinct, some- 
thing 1s gained by the arrangement. Mr. Levy, however, follows in general the 
‘newer rather the older lights, and his commentaries, while retaining all the 
characteristics of the genuine Rabbinical style, are logically methodical. Mr, 
Levy's work on the chapters of the Shulchan Aruch dealing with “ Reverence to 
Parents” (Yore Deah, chs. 240-1), is written in Hebrew, and is therefore of interest 
only to Hebrew scholars, of whom England possess>s so small a share. Still it 
will gratify Englishmen to know that a Hebrew book hailing from this country 
contains much original learning, and bears every mark of patient study and 
research. With two points we are particularly pleased. The first is that Mr. 
Levy proves at some length that, even in places where it is difficult to imagine 


it possible at first sight, Maimonides has full authority for the st 
after his ordinary manner, he gives forth without

what he has done in this respect is of importance even to t Suen one

This Mr, Ley ‘tha 
with reference to the passage in the Shulchan Aruch (ch. 240, $17) rete, 
women are included in the obligation to show reverence to parents, “The Shut 
chan Aruch wisely lays down the rule that married women are exempt from thi. 
law in so far as they are prevented from obeying it by the duty they owe th it 
husbands. The Talmud hence deduces the general rule that women are included 
in the obligation to fulfil all the ordinances that were not fixed for some specified 
occasion or time ; the reasons for the latter limitation being perfectly obvious 
These are only two out of the many good things in Mr. Levy's book; the introduc. 
tion (exigencies of space prevent our quoting from it) being, in particular well 
worth reading. The work is printed on unusually good paper, and the beauti. 
fully clear type employed is, we understand, the same as that used for Ginsbure’s 
Massora. Mr. Kohn-Zedek, we may mention, has published a pamphlet Which 
deals in part unfavourably with Mr. Levy’s book. Mr. Kohn-Zedek is a ver 
clever Hebrew writer, but his ability would surely be shown to better purpose 
in work of a different character. Mr. Levy’s German Introduction is fairly good 
though much inferior to the Hebrew Preface ; the English translation “of the 
German Introduction is very indifferent. Mr. Levy may, in conclusion, be eon. 
gratulated on having produced so well written and interesting an addition to
